VALVE HAVING LOCKING MECHANISM 

Problem: 

To provide a valve whereto a locking mechanism is easily 
attached, with no processing given to a body of the valve, a 
handle of the valve or other valve member. 

Means for Solving the Problem: 

The valve is opened or closed by rotating a valve shaft 4 at 
a right angle. 

A L- shaped turning member 10 is attached to the valve shaft 4 
so that the L- shaped turning member 10 turns together with the 
valve shaft 4. 

A stopper 12 is removably mounted on one strip of the turning 
member 10, the strip being positioned at a right angle with 
respect to the fluid-flowing direction. 

The stopper 12 and the strip of the turning member 10 can be 
locked by means of a locking device 17. 

A tip of the stop strip 14 formed on the stopper 12 is engaged 
with part of the outer surface of the valve body. 
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
